The monthly calendar and the year- 


ly calendar of common years repeat 
themselves at the regular intervals of 
six, five, six and eleven years, creating 
the calendar siecle of 28 years. 
Our 


yearly calendars repeat themselves in 
regular order every 33 years, except 
when the last year of the century is not 
a leap year; then an irregular interval 
of six or twelve years; and, in the case 
of the leap years 72, 70.80,84,8S of such 
centuries the regular order of 2S years 
is not resumed until the expiration of 
40 years (28 plus 13). Commencingwith 
the year 1900 each yearly calendar will 
repeat itself every U9 years until the 
year 2099. 


That all centuries must begin on 


either Monday, Tuesday, Thursday or 
Saturday is explained by the fact that 
our calendar repeats itself every 400 
years, therefore but four days out of 
the eeven, can inaugurate a century. 


The interval of 40 years in the case 


of, leap years indicated at the close of 
the century applies also to any other 
event occurring at intervals of four 
years. For instance, the presidential 
inauguration day, March 4, 1877, oc- 
curred on Sunday. This will not oc- 
cur again until 1917, or 4Oyears later. 


The interval must always be six, five, 


six, eleven years, but at the clote of 
three of every four centuries an irreg- 
ularity in the repetition of the month- 
ly, calendar occurs. There may lie a 
repetition at the interval of six years 
(12), or there may be au interval oJ 
seven and five years (12), before the 
regular order is resumed, but such ir- 
regularity in monthly calendars is lim- 
ited to a period of 12 years. 


No monthly calendar ever repeats it- 


self in less than five years. As a fur- 
ther illustrations take May, 1S71. This 
calendar repeated itself May, 1876 (five 
years), aud May, 18S2 (six years), but 
the* entire calendar for 1871 repeated 
itself in 1882, only an 11 year interval.

•t no less than five years and often in 
not less than 11 years, the age of an ac- 
quaintance can be readily ascertained 
by knowing the month, days of month 
and week of birth.—Frederick Wil- 
liam Luttgen, in N. Y. Ledger.

petcncy for the declining- years of his 
life, and, besides, he has various oppor- 
tunities of engaging In profitable busi- 
ness for himself. Tie.se advantages aro 
within the reach of every bright, boy, 
a IK, obtainable without a. sacrifice. This 
will be understood when it is consid- 
ered that the wages of an apprentice 
to a trade are about the same as th» 
wages of a lad of the same age at •un- 
skilled forms of labor; consequently 
the apprentice U making about 
as 


much money as if employed at ordinary 
manual labor, besides gaining a trade.

He made a contract 
with the Western Union company for 
the free delivery of its telegraph mes- 
sages, and put- an end to the fees that 
had always been charged, graduated 
according to the dist-anoe involved, 
for the delivery of the messages. In 
fact, the ex-governor believes that his 
system led to the free delivery of tele- 
graph messages down town before the 
government hod established its free 
letter delivery system. In 1855 it cost 
four dollars to deliver a telegram at 
Washington Heights, in the suburbs of 
Xew York, and the messenger was 
sent out to do the service with a buggy. 
The foresight of the ex-governor es- 
tablished a new business, one whifh 
helps to support thousands of families, 
not only in this city, but in every olhej 
large city in the country, and he has a 
right- to fe-el proud of his achievement.

For (hat reason, it h 
possible for those who are. skilled ir* 
bookkeeping, but who are dishonest, tr, 
carry on, sometimes for a scries of 
months or even .years, dishonest meth- 
ods by which eve-n the most expert ac- 
countants are deceived, and can be-de- 
ceived as long as this dishonest man can 
have access to the books'. The. recent 
record of embarrassments or failures 
has, in almost every instance, made 
clear, upon examination, that-dishonest 
methods of tins kind were carried on 
by those who had daily access to the 
books; in one case, for a period cover- 
ing at least 15 years. In that case, the 
dishonest, employ*, knowing that his 
safety depended upon his ability tc 
reach the books, refused to take a. vaca- 
tion. If the- officers of the bank are 
unable to detect dishonesty of this kind 
—even if they adopted the most ap 
proved and scientific method of book- 
keeping—it is beyond reason to expect 
that a national bank examiner can do it

BLIND FISHES. 


Two SlnemUu- Specie* Are Found la 


the Freah \Vatera 


or Cab*. 


According1 to Dr. Gill, Cuba it re- 


markable for two speciesof, blind fishes, 
distantly related to the cod family and 
otherwise represented only in deep wa 
forms, says the New York Tribune. 
The}' have, after many years, adapted 
themselves to the fresh water of the 
caves in which they have become iso- 
lated, and have lost their sight after 
living many generations without, seeing 
daylight. 
ITI Cuba thereare also fresh- 


water "g-ar pik«," curious because of 
their resemblance to alligators. This 
similarity in appearance- is suggested 
by the "gar pike's" hard, bony scales, 
which resist, musket-snot; also by its 
snout, 
conspicuously crocodilesque. 


Other fresh-water fishes of Cuba are 
rebated to similar species of South 
America, Mexico and the southwestern 
United States. Those related to our 
species are some forms of killifishesa-nd 
mummachogs. 
The only food fish in 


Cuban water is n large mullet, which 
has wandered inland from the sea. 


Dr. Gill says that the 
fresh-water 


fishes of Porto. Kico are scarcely known 
to scientific men. 
The fish commis- 


sion's vessel Fish Hawk is now in Porto 
liican waters investigating them. Por- 
to Rico will contribute but meagerly 
to our list of new fauna. There are no 
indigenous earth animals, but rats and 
mice, of course, have followed 
man 


thither. About the only indigenous an- 
imal of Porto Rico is believed to be a 
species of bat, which from the popular 
point of view has nothing peculiar per- 
taining to it.
